The  American  Ambassador  presents  his  compliments 
to  His  Excellency  tho  Japanese  Minister  for  Foreign 
Affairs  and  has  the  hor.or  to  inform  Mr.  Arita  that 
the  Japanese  naval  authorities  in  South  China  refuse 
to  permit  American  oil  companies  to  ship  kerosene  to 
the  Ilanhoi  District,  noar  Carton,  which  contains  the 
important  city  of  Fatshan. 


Mr.  Grow  is  desired  by  his  Government  to  emphasize 
to  hr.  Arita  that  the  restrictions  imposed  by  tho 
Japanese  Navy  on  the  oil  companies  not  only  constitute 
an  unwarrantable  interference  with  tho  legitimate 
activities  of  American  citizens  but  prejudice  tho 
repeated  assurances  of  the  Japanese  Government  that 
American  rights  and  interests  in  China  will  be 
respected  .  .  .

The  Japanese  Government  will  recall  the  repeated 
representations  of  tho  Government  of  the  United  States 
in  regard  lo  tho  discriminatory  treatment  accorded 
American  trade  in  Forth  China  as  compared  with  treat¬ 
ment  accorded  Japanese  trade  as  result  of  the  control 
exercised  by  tho  Japanese-sponsored  authorities  there 
over  tho  exchange  accrued  from  exports  and  thus  in¬ 
directly  over  imports.  The  Government of  the  United 
States  is  not  aware  that  there  has  been  any  ameliora¬ 
tion  of  tho  situation  thus  complained  of.  It  is  now 
learned  that  the  Japanese  Government-controlled 
authorities  in  Forth  China  have  established  full 
exchange,  control  over  imports  as  well  as  over  ship¬ 
ments  from  Central  and  South  China  thus  completing 
their  control  over  the  trade  of  the  area. 


The  Japanese  Government  has  heretofore  declared 
its  intention  to  uphold  the  principle  of  equality 
of  treatment  in  China.  The  notice  issued  by  the 
Superintendent  of  Customs  at  Tientsin  in  connection 
with  the  new  regulations  specifically  exempts  imports 
from  Japan  or  .  anchurin  from  the  application  of  those 
regulations  and  thus  publicly  advertises  that  the 
regulations  are  discriminatory .
